The need of suitable supplementary exercises in bookkeeping 
to test the thinking ability of the student has been apparent 
to me for several years, and has prompted me to prepare this 
series. The character of the work is made general in order 
to cover the ground fully, and the exercises are graded in order 
to bring out the student's best efforts. Some of the questions 
may seem hard, but it has been thought best to make them so, 
because plenty of easy material may be found in the regular 
textbooks. After some careful study and thought, however, 
they may not seem so hard as a first glance would indicate. 
No rules are given, as they are contained in all leading book- 
keeping texts. Where necessary the teacher should make 
suggestions as to the proper procedure in working any par- 
ticular example. 

The exercises may be used with any textbook, either for 
class drills, home work, examinations, or for supplementary 
work. Part or all of the questions in an exercise may be 
assigned for a lesson, as the teacher may deem advisable. 
Review questions are found every tenth exercise, and a general 
review is given at the end. 

Special features of the book are the chapters containing 
extended discussions of " Business Statements,** " Errors and 
Trial Balances," " Manufacturing, Trading, and Profit and Loss 
Statements," and " Auditing." These are not covered at any 
great length in textbooks on bookkeeping, and therefore should 
be of special interest to the teacher and the student. 

Journalizing is given only subordinate place, as modern 
systems of bookkeeping make use of the Journal to a limited 
extent. The principle of debit and credit, and the equilibrium 
of the ledger, however, are constantly kept in mind.

The teacher will find herein exercises for all stages of the 
work, both junior and intermediate, and the advanced student 
may find plenty of scope for testing his knowledge of book- 
keeping and accounting. 

Both teacher and student should keep in mind that observa- 
tion and actual experience must be combined with study and 
practice in order to produce first-class bookkeepers. 

The exercises are divided into two parts. Exercises 1-39 
being the Elementary, and 40-61 the Advanced. The Advanced 
Exercises are designed for advanced students in commercial 
and high schools, and for classes or individuals in higher 
accounting. These questions are well adapted to the work of 
advanced accounting, and are carefully graded to meet the 
needs of students of accountancy. 

Answers are not included, as the methods of working and 
arriving at results are the main objects desired, which in many 
cases involve a considerable exhibit of details. Accuracy is 
required at every stage of the work, and nothing else should 
be accepted.

The canceled note 
should be kept in the safe to serve as a voucher as well as evidence of payment 
in case of necessity.

ANNUAL STATEMENTS 



At regular intervals, either annually or semiannually, business 
men require statements showing the gains and losses for the 
year and the condition of the firm or company at the end of the 
year. The first statement is known as Loss and Gain State- 
ment (or Profit and Loss Statement), and the second as State- 
*ment of Assets and Liabilities. The manner of setting forth 
the information contained in these statements varies somewhat 
with different bookkeepers, but in the end like results are ob- 
tained. Sometimes, instead of preparing separate statements, 
all of the information is combined into one exhibit known as a 
Balance Sheet. The information contained in the following 
Trial Balance will be used to exhibit the various ways of prepar- 
ing annual statements. 

Statements contain information for the benefit of the pro- 
prietor and should therefore be made in such a manner as will 
exhibit in a simple way the details of the business which he 
desires to know. The following forms are commonly used and 
may even be changed in any way desired to meet the ideas of 
the bookkeeper. The forms are numbered from i to 5 foi 
convenience and will be referred to later in the exercises. 
Headings to statements are changed in wording slightly to 
include the different terms used. Resources and assets are 

synonymous terms.

EXERCISE 14 

Shipments and Consignments 

Commission merchants are located in all large cities. They 
deal in produce, fruit, grain, poultry, live stock, etc., both on 
their own account and for their patrons. 

Books and Accounts. The books to be kept for a commis- 
sion merchant will depend upon the volume of business done 
and the wishes of the proprietor. The special books used are 
Receiving Book, Shipment Ledger, Consignment Ledger, Com- 
mission Sales Book, Account Sales Register. Care should be 
taken to separate merchandise shipped from the regular sales, 
also to keep sales of consigned goods separate from the regular 
sales. 

Principal and Agent. The one who ships the goods is known 
as the principal, and the one who sells them as the ag-ent or 
factor. When the agent sends an account sales without remit- 
ting at the time, he credits his principal for the amount due, as, 
"J. W. Long, Principal." The principal upon receipt of the 
account sales without any remittance will debit his agent for

the amount due, as, "Terry & Company, Agent.'* In this way 
all amounts due by agent to principal are kept separate from 
regular personal accounts. The agent or factor is simply cus- 
todian of funds belonging to his principal, the shipper ; and if 
the agent should fail before remitting, the shipper could recover 
the full amount and not simply a pro rata share as a creditor. 
Care should be taken not to mix principal and agent accounts 
with the regular personal accounts.

Even where accounts are numerous, it is well to 
have the names and Ledger pages placed on a card for ready reference. The 
pages of the most active accounts can be memorized with a litde effort. 

10. When do you consider the best time to check the Ledger 
postings, or computations? How would you indicate that 
amounts have been examined and found correct? If it is 
necessary to check postings a second time, how would you 
proceed ?

ERRORS And trial balances 

A Discussion of Errors, their Prevention, Detection, and 

Correction 

Errors are usually due to carelessness, or to the relaxation 
of that watchful care that a bookkeeper should always exercise. 
So long, however, as human nature is liable to err, just so long 
will errors occur on books of account. Nevertheless the book- 
keeper should strive to prevent errors by exercising great care 
at every step of the work. It is much easier to prevent errors 
than to find them or even to correct them after they are once 
located. It is therefore better to go over the work twice at the 
time it is being done, than to wait until the trial balance period, 
and then have to spend from one to four days trying to locate 
errors. 

"An ounce of prevention is better than a pound of cure." 
Indifferent, half-hearted, slovenly work will produce errors, but 
the bookkeeper who works with the determination that errors 
shall not be made will not have many of them to deal with. It 
pays to do one's very best at all times. 

Errors Classified. The following list indicates the errors most 
prominent, or the classification under which they usually occur: 
addition; posting; omission in posting; double posting; post- 
ing to the wrong side or to two accounts ; transposition of 
figures in posting; transplacing or misplacing figures; carry- 
ing forward from one page to another; bringing down balances; 
closing accounts; footing the ledger accounts for settlement 
or for trial balance; calculating the differences of accounts; 
transferring amounts to the trial balance; entering on the 
wrong side of trial balance. 

A great many errors are due to faulty addition, caused largely 
by poor figures or uneven arrangement of columns, erasures 
and corrections, figures placed upon figures, or to lack of con- 

52 
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centration of thought If one is tired, sleepy, and worn out, 
or in a hurry, he is liable to make mistakes, and the work done 
under such conditions should be reviewed with care at another 
time. Errors of i, 10, 100, icxx), etc., are usually in addition. 

Posting. Many errors are made in posting. Errors of prin- 
ciple often occur because of wrong journal entries, and while 
they may not affect the equilibrium of the ledger, the accounts 
so affected will be wrong. The bookkeeper should form a 
habit of testing the accuracy of every entry before it is posted ; 
and he should see that all amounts to be posted from books of 
original entry are extended into the column which is to be 
posted as a total to the ledger account. 

Posting Debits, then Credits. A good plan is to post all of 
the debits first, and then all of the credits, so as to prevent 
posting to the wrong side of the accounts. 

Odd and Even Posting. Another plan is to have the debit 
and credit posting books paged with odd and even numbers, 
respectively. . Thus, have the Sales Book paged i, 3, 5, 7, etc., 
and the Purchase Book paged 2, 4, 6, 8, etc. The right-hand 
side of the Cash Book (containing debits to Ledger accounts) 
would be posted with odd numbers, and the left-hand side with 
even numbers. The debits and credits from the Journal should 
be paged accordingly. After the postings are completed a 
glance through the Ledger will detect any error that may have 
been made in posting. An even number in the debit page 
column or an odd number in the credit page column indicates 
an error. 

Indexing. The work of posting can be facilitated by placing 
beforehand in the page column opposite each item to be posted 
the Ledger page, in the books to be posted from. An assistant 
may perform this part of the work. The index can then be 
laid aside, and as the amounts are posted a check mark (^) can 
be placed beside the page figure. This plan will render errors 
less liable, since there is less to remember and fewer figures to 
look at. 

There are two other safeguards used quite extensively by 
bookkeepers and can be found in some textbooks ; space will 
not permit their elucidation here. They are Reverse Checking 
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or Proof Posting, and the use of Check Figfures, as 9's, ii's, 
13's, etc. It will pay to study them up. 

Transposition. Figures are often transposed in posting or 
when carrying from one page to another, as $548.26 entered as 
1(584.26. Misplacing or transplacing figures, such as entering 
$384.00 as $3.84, is often caused by leaving out ciphers when 
the items are even dollars. The cents column should not be 
left vacant, but filled with either ciphers or a horizontal line, 
the ciphers being preferable. Both of the above errors may be 
located by the use of the " 9 figure " test. Never close a trans- 
action partly recorded or partly posted, if possible. When 
forwarding amounts either from original books or from one 
page of the Ledger to another, be careful not to get them in 
the wrong column or on the wrong side. Always look a second 
time to see that the amount has been carried correctly. Foot- 
ings forwarded should always go on the same side of the 
account or in the same column, but a balance goes to the 
opposite side. When bringing down balances, always see that 
the amount is actually brought down and placed on the proper 
side. Mistakes often occur by ruling up an account before it 
is actually balanced or by entering the wrong balance. This is 
a fruitful source of trouble and should be watched carefully. 

When transferring amounts from the Ledger to the Trial 
Balance, the debits could be taken first and then the credits. 
This will guard against placing any of them on the wrong 
side. 

There are many precautions that might be mentioned, but 
care is the key word to the whole subject. Indeed, under 
modern systems of account keeping, long, troublesome trial 
balances are the exception. The General Ledger, with its 
arrangement of capital, property, nominal and controlling 
accounts, can be balanced without much delay, while the Sepa- 
rate Ledgers, which contain only personal accounts, should 
present very few, if any, difficulties. 

Locating Errors. Too much stress cannot be placed on care^ 
ful work and constant checking. The postings of each day 
should be reviewed the following day in order to detect errors 
if any have occurred. Business must receive attention, and if 
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the Trial Balance is "out," the error should be found during 
spare moments or at night, or the discrepancy may be entered 
up until a more convenient time. It should be located, how- 
ever, at the earliest possible moment. A new bookkeeper 
should make sure that his predecessor's Trial Balance is correct 
so as to save future delay and inconvenience. 

If the Trial Balance does not balance, proceed to find the 
error as follows : 

(i) Add the Trial Balance both up and down, also all books 
and accounts. Keep adding until both ways give the same 
result. (2) Look for the amount out of balance, both in 
original books and in ledger accounts. The amount may have 
been omitted in posting. Look for one half the amount, which 
may have been posted to the wrong side of the Ledger. A 
mistake of 10, 100, or 1000 usually indicates an error in adding. 
(3) See that the correct amounts are carried to the Trial Bal- 
ance. (4) If the amount out is divisible by 9, look for a trans- 
position or transplacement. (5) Examine the Journal entries 
to see that all debit items equal the credit. (6) Examine all 
accounts that have been ruled up to see that they are correct, or 
that the correct amount has been brought down. (7) See that 
all footings or balances, either carried down or forward, have 
been placed on the proper sides of the account. (8) Check the 
postings, and place a check mark (v^) beside each amount found 
to be correct Do not neglect the check mark. Any amount 
that is not checked should be investigated. If the error is not 
found, recheck the postings, but reverse the order by tracing 
from the ledger to the books whence the amounts are carried. 
Take each account separately and see that all amounts are 
correct before passing on to the next. (9) If the error is not 
found by one of the above methods, make a Skeleton Ledger 
as a last resort, as instructed below. 

Correcting Errors. The methods of correcting depend upon 
the nature of the error and the books in which they are found. 
Adjustment and correction of entries are often required, and 
should be done in such a way as not to obliterate the original 
entry or to make the adjustment complicated and unintelligible. 
Erasures on dooks of original entry should not be made under 
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any circumstances, nor should they be made on any other books, 
if they can possibly be prevented. Original entries are the only 
evidence acceptable in a court of law, and erasures would seri- 
ously affect their reliability as evidence. They should contain 
a clear, complete, accurate history of the business transaction. 

An error in a book of original entry may be corrected by 
marking the words ** Void, Corrected page oo " in the margin, 
or it may be canceled by drawing red lines through the entry 
with the page where the correct entry may be found. The 
correct entry should note the place where the incorrect entry 
may be found. An error in computation, which is evident from 
the data given, may be canceled by drawing a red line through 
the wrong amount and by placing the correct figures above, it 
in red ink. Corrections are usually made in red ink. Wrong 
amounts in a ledger account, or other book of subsequent entry, 
may be corrected as explained above, or in any other convenient 
way which may suggest itself. 

Reverse Entries. Entries often have to be adjusted or reversed 
by having been posted to the wrong account; also because of 
rebates or returns or by having been journalized incorrectly. 
These adjusting entries can be made by any student who has a 
knowledge of elementary bookkeeping. In case a transaction 
has been journalized " Mdse. to J. C. Long, $185," which should 
have been the opposite, two entries are required to make the 
correct adjustment; as "J. C. Long to Mdse., $185," for 
neutralizing the first entry and putting the books in the con- 
dition they were in before the error was made. The correct 
entry may then be made. An amount posted to the wrong side 
of an account or to the wrong account may be corrected by 
drawing a red line through the figures ; indeed, it is hardly 
advisable to let amounts remain in an account without some 
canceling mark to indicate that they belong to some other 
account. This plan will save confusion. 

Skeleton Ledger. To make a " Skeleton Ledger *' proceed as 
follows : Rule the head line and the vertical line that separates 
the debits from the credits in each account. Rule one of these 
forms for each account and write the name of the account just 
above the head line as shown below : 
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Cash Mdse. 



Post the amounts (omitting dates and pages) from the Journal 
to this " Skeleton Ledger " being careful to place each amount 
in the proper side of the proper account, observing all the time 
that the debits and credits are equal. When the posting has 
been completed, take a trial balance of this work and compare it 
with the trial balance taken from the ledger, to ascertain in what 
account the mistake occurred. If the " Skeleton Ledger '* does 
not balance, make another, post again, and continue to do this 
until the error is found. As the debits and credits in the Journal 
are equal, the Ledger must balance if no mistake has been 
made in posting or adding. The Skeleton Ledger plan can be 
handled to advantage only on a small set of books. 

Transposition and Transplacement. If the amount out of 
balance is divisible by 9, the mistake may have been caused 
either by a transposition or a transplacement ; this rule, however, 
is by no means infallible, as the amount may be divisible by 9 
and be caused by some other means entirely, or by a combination 
of errors. To determine whether an amount is divisible by 9, 
add the figures horizontally ; if the aggregate of the figures is 
divisible by 9 then the amount is also, Example, Suppose 
that $138.00 has been posted as $183.00, thereby increasing the 
side of the ledger by $45. Since $45 is divisible by 9, we look 
for a transposition, proceeding as follows : 9 will be contained 
in 45, 5 times ; therefore, the amount transposed has a difference 
of 5 between the units figure and the tens figure. By running 
up the column an amount may be found showing a difference 
of 5 ; if upon investigation it is found not to be the one, continue 
the search. Suppose that $436 has been posted as $634, leav- 
ing an error of $ 198. In cases like this the middle figure will 
always be a 9 and therefore may be omitted; then 18 divided 
by 9 equals 2. Look through the books for an amount having 
three figures, in which there is a difference of 2 between the 
right-hand figure and the left. 
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Transplacement. Suppose that $530 has been posted as 
1(5.30, making an error of $524.70, which is divisible by 9 and 
evidently a misplacement. To find the amount misplaced sub- 
tract the cents of the error from ciphers, as 

From ciphers 00 

Deduct the cents of the error 70 

Leaving a balance of 30 

Now look in the first column for $30, and we find that in the 
absence of ciphers $530.00 has been posted as $5.30. Suppose 
that $4.25 had been posted as $425.00, giving an error of 
$420.75, the same rule will apply ; 75 deducted from 100 gives 
25, which is the amount to be looked for.

Received a 
check for the proceeds, less I % brokerage.

It is the custom with business men to deposit bond coupons in their re- 
spective banks instead of presenting them at the office of the company for pay- 
ment. Dividends are usually paid by check, with the words " Dividend 
Check *^ stamped across the face thereof. 

Mill Avenue, 
for $ 12000. They have assumed a mortgage of $ 5000 that you 
owe on same and have canceled a mortgage of $2500 held 
against your property on Park Avenue. Received the balance 
in cash.

To send money by telegraph, the amount to be sent plus charges is paid 
to the local agent of the telegraph company. He telegraphs the order to the 
agent where the money is to be paid, stating the amount to be paid and the 
name of the payee. 

Purchased through J. S. Black & Co., brokers, $4000 par 
of Public Service registered bonds at 98 ex-interest. Brokerage, 

Ex-interest means that interest on the bonds is due or nearly due, but not 
yet paid, and that the seller retains the right to receive it when it is paid. In 
the case of coupon bonds, the seller detaches the coupons and presents them 
for payment himself. 

Coupon bonds are usually payable to the bearer and may be transferred 
from hand to hand at will, therefore the person who presents the coupons for 
payment has no difficulty in collecting the amount due on them.

Make no Day- 
book entries. 

Thomas Morris opened new books with the 
following resources : Cash in Citizens' Bank, $ 7800 ; cash in 
safe, $2687.50; merchandise, ^[4768; real estate, $9750; an 
account against William Rose, $ 2360, a note given by James 
Wilson for J! 1287.50, due in six months without interest, ac- 
counted at its present worth, $ 1250. 

His liabilities were an account due John West, $ 2976 ; a note 
for $<^o due Arthur Moore, accrued interest to date, $27.50; 
an acceptance at fifteen days for $840, dated Feb. 15, 1905, 
drawn upon him by Abraham Naylor in favor of Joseph Kemp. 

March 2. Bought of Jones Bros., merchandise, $5400. 
Gave in payment a note at six months, interest $90, included in 
face of note; face of note, $3090. Balance on account. 

March 6. Sold to Samuel Aikens, merchandise, $2600. 
Received in payment the acceptance mentioned in liabilities, 
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$840, and a draft on Chase Chemical Bank for balance (not de- 
posited). 

March 13. Morris sold to John Kelso a half interest in the 
business for $13000 in cash. (Account the difference between 
this valuation of the business and the valuation as shown by the 
opening. entry as good will.) 

March 18. Sent Jones Bros, a draft at ten days* sight drawn 
by us upon William Rose in favor of Jones Bros. Face of draft, 
;S!6oo. 

March 25. Bought of James Wilson merchandise, $2400. 
Gave in payment his note mentioned in resources. Face of 
note, $ 1287.50 ; present worth, $ 1254.87. Balance on account. 

March 27. Sold Jarvis & Co. merchandise, $3600. Re- 
ceived in payment a sight exchange for ;J!8oo on New York, 
accepted, at ^% premium, and their note at twenty days for 
balance. . 

March 29. Paid by check on Citizens' Bank the note due 
Arthur Moore mentioned in liabilities. Face of note, $900; 
accrued interest to date, $31.70. 

March 30. Discounted at the Citizens' Bank our note at six 
months, and received credit for the proceeds. Face of note, 
$800; discount, $24. 

Post to the Ledger and take off a Trial Balance. 

Second Exercise 

From the data given below make out a balance sheet which 
shall include a Trial Balance, the inventory and statements of 
losses and gains, proprietors' accounts, and resources and lia- 
bilities. 

On March i, Charles Martin had on hand, as per inventory. 
Merchandise, $5400; Real estate, $7600; Unused office sta- 
tionery, $20.75. The balance of the cash account, as shown by 
the Ledger, was ^^3640, and the balance of the bills payable 
account was i5 2365. Accounts receivable, $1820.40. Accounts 
payable, $5125.20. The footings of the other Ledger accounts 
were as follows : 

Debit footings: Charles Martin (proprietor), $970; Mer- 
chandise, $12800; Real estate, $8000; Traders' Bank, 
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$4780.25; Bills receivable, $4620; Expense, $90.25 ; Interest 
and discount, $148.60; Joshua Miller, $2897.50. 

Credit footings: Charles Martin (proprietor), $6797.85; 
Merchandise, $ 7800 ; Real estate, $ 1 20 ; Traders' Bank, $ 3600 ; 
Bills receivable, $3640.75; Interest and discount, $197.80; 
Joshua Miller (proprietor), $ (amount to be supplied by 

the competitor). 

Divide profits equally when there is no agreement specifying otherwise. 



EXERCISE 38 
Cash and Monthly Statements, Income, and Expenditure, etc. 

Question. Describe the following: Monthly Statement; State- 
ment of Receipts and Disbursements ; Statement of Income and 
Expenditure; Revenue Statement; Reconciliation Statement; 
Comparative Statement. 

Answer. Where, convenient the monthly statement may con- 
sist of the profits and losses for the month, as well as a state- 
ment of assets and liabilities. This, however, is not always 
possible, therefore it usually sets forth as much information 
as the proprietor may wish to have. It may be merely a cash 
statement showing receipts and payments ; but as a rule it shows 
also the purchases, sales, expenses, etc., for the month, as well 
as the assets or liabilities soon to fall due, and whatever addi- 
tional details are desired. 

A Statement of Receipts and Disbursements is sometimes called 
Cash Statement, or Treasurer's Statement, and contains a sum- 
marized statement taken from the Cash Book. In financial con- 
cerns, where cash is the main thing handled, this statement is 
the chief exhibit. A brief form is shown below. 

A Statement of Income and Expenditure is a Profit and Loss 
Statement, and exhibits the income (gains) and outlay (losses) 
of the business for the period under review, regardless of whether 
cash was a consideration or not. The terms income and expen- 
diture are particularly appropriate to certain concerns or institu- 
tions, as insurance companies, loan companies, societies, lodges, 
hospitals, churches, professional men, etc. 
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Revenue is the income or returns derived from some business 
or enterprise. A Revenue Statement is synonymous with Profit 
and Loss Statement. Indeed, it is more comprehensive in mean- 
ing, since it includes everything pertaining to the conduct of the 
business, as shown by trading account and profit and loss ac- 
count. Government reports are usually of revenue and expenses. 

The Reconciliation Statement is simply a statement or formula 
which reconciles or proves the Cash and Bank accounts, or in 
which two or more different accounts or statements are made 
to agree. As a rule, the cash balance shows a certain amount, 
the bank pass book another, while the Bank account shows still 
another. There may at the same time be checks and currency 
on hand, checks issued but not yet presented for payment, etc. 
These must all be reconciled or made to agree. 

A Comparative Statement is one in which the current amounts 
are compared with the amounts for the same period during the 
previous year or two, so as to show the increase or decrease 
amounts. Sometimes percentages are used, as they show more 
readily than amounts the rise or fall in trade or expense, and 
can be remembered more easily.

Use 
the form of statement, similar to the Cash Statement shown above, 
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showing the income first, and the expenses following. The 
balance will be the net gain or loss. What is the per cent of 
gross gain on the turnover ? The per cent of net gain ? The 
per cent of salaries ? Of expenses ? 

7. Prepare a suitable Monthly Statement for the month of 
March to be presented to the president of a retail shoe store. 
It is to contain an analysis of the receipts and payments of cash, 
the sales and purchases, discounts received and allowed, total 
accounts and notes receivable and payable, amount of notes and 
accounts soon to fall due, etc. 

By placing the amounts for the corresponding month of last 
year in small red ink figures under the amounts, a convenient 
comparative statement may be provided.
